Interest High In School Balloting

Seventeen money proposals and the hopes of 159 school 


board candidates go on the line Monday as voters in 30 south- 
western Michigan school districts go to the polls for separate, 
annual school elections. 


The candidates are competing for 67 available school board 


positions. Only one of the 30, St. Joseph, has a no race 
situation. 


Not included are millage renewal requests and candidates 


in five non-high school districts within the area. These are 
sellled in annual meetings to be held Monday night in each 
district. 


Money issues range from a $25 million bond issue sought in 


Benlon Harbor for new school construction to a request in 


Deca'tur for renewal of a two mill property tax rale for 
building and site fund use. 


Other issues include a Van Buren county intermediate 


school board proposal for financing a $3.3 million vocational- 
education center. Permission to levy up lo three mills for 
operation and construction and to sell $3.3 million in bonds is 
involved. 


The Paw Paw school district is seeking a $2.7 million bond 


issue package of three parts to finance construction of a 
middle sohool and additions to the high school. 


Bangor.Bloomingdale, and Lawrence are other Van Buren 


districts with money issues, Bangor seeks renewal of a seven 
mill property tax rate while Lawrence seeks renewal of a 10- 
mill rate. Bloomingdale is asking for renewal of 13 plus the 
addition of one. 


In Berrien, Lakeshore voters will decided the fate of a 7.5 


mill request being sought lo finance re-instatehient of 
programs cut when previous requests were defeated. 


Also in Berrien, the Walervliet district seeks renewal of 15 


mills while Buchanan is asking for a 16.35 mill renewal. 


Coloma voters are being asked to renew a three mill levy 


and add three more while St. Joseph voters are being asked 
to approve a 5.1 mill package, including renewal of an ex- 
pired 3.9 mill rate. 


River Valley is seeking approval of a new three-mill levy 


while in Eau Claire renewal of a four-mill package is sought'. 


In Cassopolis in Cass county renewal of a 15 mill levy is 


'sought. 


The other two money issues involve a half-mill request by 


the Allegan county intermediate school district to help 
finance special education programs and an 11.5 mill levy in 
Fennville school district. 


Among the school board races, Eau Claire fielded the 


largest number of candidates with 11 seeking four positions. 
Benton has 10 seeking three offices while in River Valley, 
nine are vying for two positions. 


Two districts in Van Buren, Bangor and Bloomingdale, 


each had eight go after two offices initially. The number in 
Bloomingdale jumped to nine when an incumbent who was 
not seeking re-election changed his mind and announced 
plans for a write-in campaign. 


Among the candidates are five 18-year-olds and one 19- 


year-old. The balloting is the first since the 18-21 age bracket 
received voting and other adult rights. 


Stories about the candidates in each district have been 


published previously. Polls are open from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. in 
each of the 3(1 districts.

$24.9 Million Proposal 


First Since 1966 


Benton Harbor school district voters will ballot Monday on a 


$24,965,000 construction bond issue and 3.5 mills in extra 
operating taxes. 


Three members of the board of education also will be 


elected. Seven candidates are on the ballot for two four-year 
terms and three are running for one term of two years. 


Tills is the first construction bond proposal in the Benton 


Harbor district since two virtually identical packages of about 
flO million each were defeated in 1966. 


It is the first time in the district when all registered voters 


are eligible to vote on a bond issue. This includes newly 
franchised 18-20 year olds. 


Polls will be open from 7 a.m. lo 8 p.m. Monday at 27 


precincts in the districl. 


The 3.5 mills in operating taxes would run for three years 


and raise about $600,000 annually based on current valuation. 
Superintendent Raymond Sreboth has said failure of the 
millage will mean budget cuts. The exact reductions would be 
determined by the board of education. But because salaries 
represent 80 to 85 per cent of the budget, cuts would probably 
slash personnel and result in a reduction of programs. 


The millage is to meet higher" costs of doing business in- • 


eluding negotiated teacher contracts, supplies and main- 
tenance. 


If approved, the bond issue would build three new junior high 


schools'* provide major construction and renovation at senior 
high and improvements at elementary schools throughout the 
district. 


Cost estimates by projects are: 
.Elementary schools —$10,059,504. 
Junior high schools —$10.7 million. 
Senior high — $3.39 million. 
Oilier buildings — $456,000. 
The elementary plan is designed to put every elementary 


school in the district on an equal footing, complete with a 
media center or enlarged library. There would be a virtually 
new Columbus elementary school, whose main wing was built

Muskie Tells 
McGovern, 
'Not Yet' 


Ex-Front Runner Says He's 


Still In The Race 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Saying Sen. George S. McGovern 


must consolidate his own strength and position within the 
Democratic party, Sen. Edmund S. Muskie has refused — for 
the monent — to endorse the South Dakotan's snowballing 
presidential campaign. 


Muskie, himself once the front-runner in his party's 


presidential race, ended Friday several days of speculation 
that he would back McGovern. 


Although conceding McGovern will probably get the 


nomination, Muskie nonetheless said he'll stay in the race. 


Muskie said if he supported McGovern now it would only 


stifle dissent without answering sensitive questions about 
HlcGovern's positions that have aroused some factions of the 
parly. Many Democrats disapprove of McGovern's proposals 
lo severely cut defense spending, close tax loopholes and 
provide a yearly income of at least $1,000 for every American. 


"Party unity is not achieved with the magic wand of the 


kingmaker," Muskie said in a National Press Club speech. 
"No man can hand George McGovern a united party." 


"I hope," Muskie added, "that Senator McGovern will use 


the time which remains before the convention to draw on the 
wisdom and experience of those elements of the party which 
are not yet prepared to support his candidacy, to seek their 
advice and counsel and to re-examine and refine his own 
position with respect to critical issues." 


Meanwhile, another Democratic contender, Minnesota Sen. 


Hubert H. Humphrey, whose loss to McGovern in California's 
June fi winner-take-all primary dropped him into second place, 
substantially reduced the size of his campaign staff. A 
spokesman at Humphrey headquarters said one-third of the 
press staff has been dropped and that reductions also were

year. The remaining 4.5 mills, 
he said, are necessary to re- 
store programs to their form- 
er strength.

would add to the Lakeshore 
operating fund about $546,000 in 
each of the two years (hey 
apply. The budget for next year 
has been pegged tentatively at 
52,350,712. 


School officials have warned 


that defeat of the 
millage 


proposal probably would mean 
further cuts in the fall.

$168,000 balance with which the 
district began the year is now 
about three-fourths depleted, 
they note, and state payments 
for busing costs, which this 
year amounted to $59,000, will 
be cut in half next year.

Van Buren Votes On Program Five Years In Making 


Vocational Skills Center Decision Monday

Five years of study and research will be 


culminated here Monday when voters in the Van Buren 
counly intermediate school district decide on the fate of a 
proposed vocational skills ccnlcr. 


Though the vole on the county-widc center comes at a time 


when at least five local school districts are seeking operating 
or construction millngc, inlermediale school district officials 
have expressed a quiet, hopeful optimism. 


"I have not rnel a person yet who disagrees with the con- 


ccpl of vocational education," said Ernesl Shaw, assistant 
superintendent at the inlermediale school. 


Thcvo-lech issues appear on ballots in each local district in 


Van Buren county and olher parts of the intermediate district 
as well. Involved are Iwo related proposals. Approval of both 


is required for the project to proceed. 


The first proposal would give Ihc intermediate district the 


authority to proceed and lo levy up a three mill (ax on 
property value to finance its construction and operation. 


Authority to sell S3,300,000 in bonds lo raise immediate cash 


to build the structure is covered in the proposal. 


Parl of the proceeds raised from the three mill tax rale 


would be used lo repay the honded debt over 29 years. 


If no federal or slate funds become available for the con- 


slruclion (he rale needed to meet the bond repayment 
requirement has been estimated at .78 mills. 


The rest would be used (or operation, inlermediale officials 


have said. The millagc would be for an indefinite number of 
years. 


If Ihc proposal is approved, Shaw said, the skills center 


wovild be ready for use by September 1974. 


Yearly operation would cost about SGGO.OOQ, which includes 


the salaries of about 33 teachers. 


Most likely it would be located northwcsl of Lawrence, 


near the geographic and population center of the county, he 
said, and would require about 40 acres of land. 


The state equalised value of the intermediate school 


dislrict — which includes some areas outside the counly - is 
aboul $25!>,00fl,000 this year, school officials said. 


Federal funds paying up to one half the construction costs 


may be available, Shaw said. 


Some nf the conclusions of thesludies leading up lo the vote 


showed: 


— High schools in the county have little to offer non~ 


college-bound students, and yet, fewer than half of the county 
high school graduates go to college. 


— A lack of interesting subjects contributes to Ihc dropoul 


rale among high school sludents. In 1968-69, 272 students — or 
6.22 per cent of students in grades 9-12 — dropped out of 
school In 1969-70, Ihc figure was 343 or 7.48 per cent, and in 
1970-71, 315 or 6.17 per cenl. 


— Vocational education could provide an interest to keep 


dropouls in school and could also provide training for high 
school graduates not going lo college. 


Shaw and others have emphasized that the vocational skills 


center would nol be a replacement for academics or 
vocational prep courses now being offered lo sludcnlsat their 
high schools. 


The program would be beamed at juniors and seniors in 


school, an estimated 600 students annually. 


There would also be programs for post graduates and 


adults, with Ihe.Help of area community colleges.
